The party of Canadian surveyors 
who went up aomo months since in 
•connection with the Joint Internation- 
al Boundary Survey hare taken their 
"way 'liomo: The work was commenced 
an ti'iijiiitumu of 1872, and pursued 
continuously until the clo.se of the 
ijDroseut Hoason. During the winter of 
1872 it was contincd principally to the 
swampy country between the Lake of 
the Woods and the Bed Eiver, ■which 
could only bo surveyed in winter on 
the ice. TIip.ho swanijis extended a 
distance of tifly miles west of the lake. 
During th." su-uuior of 1873 the survey 
was coutiuutiil from the Bod Rivor 
across the gi j it plains for 400 miles, 
and- at the end of the season the party 
returned to lt<jd Rivor and spent the 
winter thnri'. During the present 
year the surveying party robumed the 
work where it was left off the previous 
year, and .surveyed the boundary lino to 
the Bocky Mountains, its western ex- 
tremity. . From this point the party 
marched to B.i;t] River, Hi days' journ- 
ey; thence up tlio lied River and lake 
to the conuoction with the Northern 
Pacific Railro;id at Crookston; whence 
they went direct to Chicago. . Thei" 
position of tho parallel was mai-ked 
by stone pyramids — at intervals of one 
mile in civilizud quarters, and once if 
three niileH on the plains. The Eng- 
glish 'piirty consisted nf -10 Royal En- 
gineers, and thoir assistants swelled 
the number to 250. The United ytatos 
l)arty, in addition to the surveyors, had 
live (companies of infiintry and two of 
(Java) I'v from tli'j niuglihouring forts. 
Outht'ir way honi • Ihijy pasiiod through 
fi!) miles of JS.iii'ilo (Mjuntry, with iih) 
to 5U0 Piegan Indiana around ou a 
hunting exci4r,sion. They received no 
harm from tho tiidiano, but wore al- 
ways ft)ri;o(l to rK,'iit with the bultiiloos 
for the pDsscs-iion of the pools of wa- 
ter, which wore rather scarce.

In very many res|)Octs it 
would have boon betttn- to iiavn haci 
such a Union in Toronto, for though 
Presbyteriauism is strong in Montreal, '

sion. Vt'e are not awaro of the eccle- 
siastical mysteries which led to . tho 
choice, but while regretting that a 
better ono had not boon made, we 
cordially hopo that tho mooting ar- 
ranged for will be i\b successful aud 
satisfactory as could be desired. Tho 
united Obni-ch will be a very strong 
body, and every well-wisher to Cana- 
da will earnestly ho]ie that it may be 
strong only for good.

The Result 



It must bo admitted that it in in 
somo aonse gratifying to be tokl that 
Mr. Walkom has at length got up — 
that ho no longer lies at the foot of 
the Tliroiie; for peoijlo Avoro beginning 
to think ho had fallen aslcop thorc. 
WoU, Nvhat id to betho practical roBult 
of all this? Yesterday the organ inade 
the foUowing oracular anuoimcenient 
uuder a flaring heading :— 
"Wo are authorised to atato that the 
decision of tlio liight Hoiiornblo the 
Earl of Caruarvon, Her Majesty's 

grincipal Secretary of Stato for the 
ioloniea, in the matter of tho appeal 
to tho (Juoon, l\v tlie I'roviucial (iov- 
ernnient, on tlio infraction of tlie 
Tornis of Union by tho Govern nieiit of 
thu Dominion, was dispatched from 
the Colonial Office early in the present 
■week." In another paragraph, it 
says.— "Wo have ovory reason to bo- 
libvo that tho decision of Lord Carnar- 
von will bo found to bo satisfactory, 
})oth to tho Dominion and to this Pro- 
vince." 

Now if we understand the mean- 
ing of |languago, and if the organ 
h»8 fairly stated it, the case stands 
soniewliat "thusly:" — Lord Carnarvon 
has given his decision as to what Can- 
ada should do towards fnlfiUing the 
Bailway obligations entered into with 
British Columbia by the Macdonald 
Administration; and that decision is 
in the nature of compromise or relaxa- 
tion — such, wo are told, as will prove 
satisfactory to both parties. The pro- 
position bristles with phenomena and, 
if correct, knocks into a cocked hat 
Solomon's saying that "There is noth- 
ing new under the sun." Tor more 
than six mouths has our contemporary 
been screaming against relaxation and 
denouncing alike Mackenzie's policy 
and proposals as rank "repudiation" 
and gross insult, even its leader of 
yesterday being devoted to that; and 
it was very generally understood that 
W^alkem was lying at the foot (jf tho 
Throne emitting consonant sounds. 
These things being so, the above pro- 
position can only be accepted upon 
the hypothesis that the Premier and 
hisorgan have not only misread public 
opinion in this Province but ( hey havo 
misrepreseutod tho policy and inten- 
tions of the Dominion Government. 
Otherwise, how is it possible that the 
compromise could prove miitually 
satisfactory? But tho ni))using part of 
it is tho consunuiuue grace with which 
the anti-relaxation roarers are evident- 
ly prejDaring to eat the relaiation leek. 
But, if wo must confess tho truth, we are 
disposed to attach very little importance 
to this apocryphal announcement. It 
was to be expected, a sort of political 
necessity in fact, that with the an- 
nouncement of Mr. Walkom's depar- 
ture for home would be healded some 
cock-and-a-bull story about what ho 
had achieved — something under the 
glamour of whicli lie might ho])0 to 
conceallfailuro;aud it must bo admitted 
that the protouHion is modcRt ouougb. 
But even if true, and Mr. Mackonzio 
should concur, for the Earl's ' 'decis- 
ion" can amount to nothing without 
his concurrence, and if it should turn 
out, aa wo strongly suspect, that tho 
comjiromi.so is no more favorable to 
Columbia than that wliich has been 
oU'ered for her acceptance all along, 
what tlien? Would tho organ be pre- 
pared to advo'-ato acceptance? Cer- 
tainly. Mas it not commenced to rat 
the leek in advani-t:? Yuv ourselves, we 
shall bo very much and very agreeably 
aurpiisuil to find British Columbia 
getting in tliis way terms more advan- 
tageous to lier than those already of- 
fered; but tlioy would need to be very 
nnich better to conii)ensato for tho 
loss of tinio and advaiitagOM of o:^pGn- 
diture that have alrea<ly taken place. 
We must be excused, however, if we 
continue to bo very sceptical about the 
results of n missinn which wo liavc too | 
good rciiHoii for rcg.-irding as ii Hlujnd 
i)lundor and a comploto faihiro. '1 hero 
is certainly nothing in tho organ's an- 
nounconiont calculated to chaugo or 
even modify that opinion.

A GboBtly OarnivaZ.

The millions of Spiritualists in tho 
United States liud their Mecca just 
now in a little fariu-house -wbieh lies 
seven miles north of Rutland, Vt. It is 

the homo of William H. and Haratio 
(t. Eddy, aud it is haunted by hun- 
dreds of ghosts. Colonel Henry S, 
Olcott has beou invc^.-itigatin^r the phe- 
nomena for tlic New York "Daily Gra- 
phic," and his letters have been pro- 
fusely illustrated. Tlio Eddys wore 
torinontod l)y spirits from thei'r birth. 
Their father a prosaic fanner, 
first essayed to cast out the dovila by 
boating and starving tho victims. "\Vhon 
this failed he used his cluldren's spir- 
itualistic gifts to make money. They 
gave exhibitions. Ha superintended 
the show and pocketed tho proceeds. 
Tho boys and their sisters (now dead) 
woiu mobbed, stoned, beoten, burnt, 
and shot. They werejtwisted intojagon- 
izing po.sitionB and tied there for hours 
while tho manifoslntions wont on. 
AMuMi tliny caiiio home, they -would 
gladly have roliuqiiishod their incon- 
venient powers, but thoy could not. It 
is noteworthy, by the way, that these 
powf-rswero inherited. ' Mrs. Eddy, 
the mother of the boys, was a clairvoy- 
ant, iier mother Jiad the sanio facul- 
ties. Hor great giundniother wag sen- 
tenced to death for vdtchciaft in lOlM, 
but was rescued from Salem Gao] by 
friends, and secretly sent to Scotland. 
Tho children otjiild not go to school, 
for they wore accompanied thither by 
rappinga Lhut drove tho other scholars 
wild witli fear. Thoy have conioqueut- 
ly hatl little oducitioa. Thoy are, and 
always have been, unpopular. They 
are shy, gruflf eenaitivo men. Their 
reputation for integrity is good, but 
neiglibors think they are in league 
with the devil.

Horatio EJdy, 
when ho was iu hi.s .soveutoenth year, n-'ns 
one night carried throo miles througii the 
air to R ncigldjonriiig mountain toij und 
left to go homo an he oould. Colonel 
Olcott givo.s uo authority for the story, 
which may be founded on a more case of 
sleep walking, but hoquotu.s the. testimo- 
ny of two out of throe pye-v.itnes.sos to 
the f;u'l that another brothc-r, now dead, 
was.'arriivl mit of a win hiw and over the 
houet-. Thero are hu:;ihe(li, of instances 
to be given under the Kccoiid grand divi- 
sion —tlio uiateriuliziition of i»pivit8. The 
ghosts of known and unkuown I'Grsona 
liavQ appeared in the liousu and in tha 
noighborhood, iu darknoii.t and in ligiit. 
People have talkod with them und "felt 
I t!ieiii. 'I'hoy have been di,-,tinctly seen.
